A High School teacher of New York City writes 
the following comment on one reason for the ineffi- 
ciency of the public schools: 

“The military system of organization is the fundamental defect in 
the achools, but teachers must aceept responsibility for ite continuance. 
Teachers know perfectly well that they are a part of a huge, over-or- 
ganized, expensive system of inefficiency, when judged by educational 
standards, They know thoroughly that the conditions under which they 
work are such that it is quite impossibie to teach properly the essentials 
of education. 

“With large heterogeneous classes, they must hurry, with almost 
lightnitig speed, from one subject to another; and from one grade to 
another the pupils must be regularly pushed on, regardless of prepara- 
tion. Under such conditions the teachers find it impossible to help the 
pupil develop power or resourcefulness. To impart a limited amount of 
superficial knowledge is the highest achievement in any grade, and the 
pupil reaches the high school—that is, the few who go—wholly unpre- 
pared for the new work. 

“There the same process is continued with a still greater variety 
of subjects and numerous school activities, until the little band of sur- 
vivers, after four years of drill and grind, march away with, in many 
cates, only a certificate which states that they have been members of 
thé high schoo! the required length of time and have finished the re- 
Gdired course of study. ‘This certificate, of course, means that the 
pupil's work is .o poor that he or she cannot pass the Regents’ exami- 
nation.”

“Mr. Friedsam, in his store at Fifth Aw and Thirty-fourth 
Streei, conducts for an hour and a half daily four classes where em- 
ployes drawn from the public schools of the city are taught addition, 
subtraction, multiplication, division and fractions, how to write and 
spell and how to enter an ordinary sale on a slip of paper. Very few if 
atiy of them can do these things when they enter his employ, although 
they hold certificates as graduates. So here is one private employer 
who has to pay out of his own pocket for results which the publi¢ schoo! 
system should produce.” 
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“The National Institute for Moral Instruction”, 
with headquarters at Washington, D. C., ig offering a 
$20,000 prize for the “Best Methods of Character 
Education in the Publie Schools.”
